\OME have been. ſo bold, or rather 
'I abſurd as to affirm that even the 
Higheſt Degree of the Yenereal Contagion 
has little or no Malignity in it, and there- 
fore think they have nothing elſe to do, 
than to ſtop the running immediately or 
in a few Days, but with what Succeſs, the 
moſt dreadful and miſerable Objects of ſo 
many thouſand Perſons, that owe the 
Ruin of their Health to ſuch a pretended 
Cure, ſufficiently teſtify. On the other- 
hand. ſome, (but eſpecially among the An- 
cients) repreſent the Venereal Contagion ſo 
poiſonous and malignant, that, if you will 
follow their Rules, you muſt neither eat, 
drink, ſleep, nay. not as much as come 
near a Perſon infected with this Diſtem- 
per. To ſet this in its true Light we will en- - 
deavour to repreſent here to the Reader, 
the various ways by which the Venereal

This errone- 
ous Opinion is founded upon another, no 
leſs irrational than pernicious, vix. Trac 
the Contagion is never communicated to 
the Man but thro* the Paſſage of his 
Yard by way of Suftion, and that the Wo- 
man never receives the Infection, but by 
the Immiſſion of the Man's' Seed into her 
Body: But it being certain (as has been 
ſhewn before) that the Venom when put 
in Agitation by the Venereal AR, is not 
only communicated by the Drethra, but 
alſo by the extended Pores of the Privy 
Parts, it muſt needs follow, that this 
precaution can't but prove uſeleſs, unleſs 
it be at the very Beginning after the In- 
fection is taken, and before it has had 58 
time to come to an Exulceration.

finde the Malignity of the Venereal Venom

In this Caſe , the. Malignity muſt be ſup- 
pos'd to proceed from an old Pocky Ulcer 
on the Privities of the Woman, the Venom 
of which, after its long and various Cir- 
culations thro' the Maſs of the Blood, 
being render d. much more penetrating and 
ſubtil by the Acceſſion of the volatile Acids
